Socialism in U. S. Via 'Back Door' 


Will this country gradually adopt socialized medicine 


by the back door? 


Current legislative developments give that question per- 


tinence. The strongest kind of pressure has been exerted 
on behalf of the compulsory health insurance bill. However, 
so much public opposition has developed that its sponsors 
think other tactics may prove more fruitful for the time 
being. 


As an example the senate has passed and the house may 


soon vote on a bill, which has received relatively little atten- 
tion, authorizing federal grants-in-aid to medical schools. 
Under the" terms of it, the surgeon general would decide what 
schools were to get the money, in what order, and in what 
amounts. He would work with a council, but its function 
would be advisory only. All the real power of action and 
decision would be vested in one man. The medical schools 
would have to come to him, in the scramble for funds. 


If the government pays the bill—in this or any other 


matter—the government is eventually going to give the or- 
der*. That is inevitable. Such a measure, innocuous as it 
may seem to some, would be a perfect starting point for 
legislation which would subject our medical schools to politi- 
cal admlniatration in all phases of their activity. 


Still another measure which has passed the senate and 
b now hi the houae would make the government responsible 
for the physical and mental health of all school children be- 
tw«en five and 17. That may have an appealing sound—yet 
can anyone doubt that it would become a plank in the house 
ol socialised medicine? 


The point is that socialism usually comes to nations on 


a piecemeal basis. These bills indicate the plan to be used 


. ta this country.

Lippmann. He wrote: "Truman's technique is never to deal 
with problems, but only with the excellent results that would 
be achieved if the problems had been solved . . . leaving the 
critic no target to shoot at, no antagonist to get hold of, only 
the thin air to thrash around in." 


No one—including the president's most aggressive politi- 


cal opponents—is opposed to such generalized goals as better 
housing, better health, a vastly increased family income, and 
happiness and prosperity on an almost sublime scale. In fact, 
these are goals toward which the nation has been making 
consistent and remarkable progress for generations. 
But 


what many people do object to is Mr. Truman's belief that 
the only way to attain these goals is to let the government 
do everything. 


One columnist said acidly that virtually limitless "so- 


cial security" may be necessary—for the reason that soon 
the people will have no money left to do anything for them- 
selves! Every time the government gives us its own par- 
ticular version of social progress, it digs deep into our pockets 
to pay for it.

one had the $12,000 a year income the president forecast 
for the future. But it wouldn't help much if the government 
took $10,000 of it in taxes.

tract." 


It did sound unbelievable. The 


clubs could be divided five-five, 
and why wouldn't the opponents 
cash their club tricks and set the 
contract? Bauer said, "But it is 
true and it happened in the Metro- 
politan Tournament." To prove his 
point, he gave me today's hand. 
Bauer said to tell my readers that 
he did not Justify the bidding, but 
a true story is better than fiction 
and three no trump was the final 
contract. 


East won the opening lead of 


the five of hearts with the ace and 
returned the nine of hearts. Bauer, 
sitting South, won this trick with 
the queen in dummy. He saw he 
had two heart tricks and five dia- 
mond tricks, which was only se- 
ven.

In February the 
first albums were bought, cata- 
loged and ready for circulation. 
The collection grew as fast as re- 
sources would permit 
(No tax 


funds art- used to buy records.) 


Tins winter Herbert Champam 


and Joel Rice presented an all- 
Brahms concert and a Schubert- 
Schumann coiuert under the aus- 
pier-s of the hbiary and all the 
money derived from these concerts 
has been used to buv more record- 
ings. A third concert of contem- 
porary songs will be presented 
after Easter under the same aus- 
pices and the money used to buy 
recordings. 


Now 54 Albums 


The collection now contains 54 


albums including the three new 
ones just added. Patrons of the 
library heard of the new service 
and were interested, and in some 
instances, excited at the privilege 
of borrowing records. The infor- 
mation about the new department 
passed from one borrower to an- 
other and new additions are listed 
with the "New Books at the Dixon 
Public Library." From a circula- 
tion of 70 in November, it rose in 
December to 253, and in January it 
was 238. 


The records are charged on the 


borrower's library card just as 
books are but for a period of only 
three days in addition to the date 
issued. A strong canvas bag is 
furnished for safe carrying. A fine 
of 2c per day per disk is charged 
for overdue recordings. 


Perhaps the collection is not 


balanced; most of it is standard 
classics, fine recordings of the 
world's great music; symphonic, 
concerto, etc. by Bach, Schubert, 
Haydn, Brahms, Beethoven, Mo- 
zart, Mendelssohn, Tchaikovsky, 
and other famous composers. There 
are very few moderns: Two Kha- 
chaturian, one Gershwin, and one 
Bartok. It is hoped that in the 
immediate future some other mod- 
ern compositions will be added. 


The collection includes 17 sym- 


phonies with the three new ones 
just added: II) Symphony Xo. 5 
in E Minor, "From the New 
World." by Antonin Dvorak: the 
Danish State Broadcasting Sym- 


. phony Orchestra conducted by Ni- 


cola! Malka; (2) Symphony No. 2, 
in D Major, by Johannem Brahms; 
Felix Weingartner conducting the 
London Philharmonic 
Orchestra; 


(3) Symphony No. 3. in F Major, 
Felix Weingartner conducting the 
London Philharmonic 
Orchestra. 


With the acquisition of these three 
symphonies the library has all 
four by Brahms; also numbera 
three, five, six, and seven by Beet- 
hoven.
